after having laboured ſo much to impoſe on vs ſuch exemprion by ſuch laws

30. chap. I. x. de Cleric. ) hedares not give thisdo&rine of his own any ber- 
tex ticle or any better aſſurance, not even for the being of it as much as by 
the divine poſitive law, but onely the title or affiirance of a bare probebility of 
conſequence, And which further yet he knew ſo well that as he never once 
thought of the leaſt Exemption of Clerks, either as to their goods or as to

poral cauſe whatſoever, criminal or civil, from chat fupreani civil power;

perial and other municipal and Royal laws from infericur Civil Judicatories

I remit the Reader to the next following Sefion, ſaving one, where he ſhall 
ſee a farr other fort of Doors then Hereticks to contradit it, even Auſtin: 
and Hieroms, and Chryſoftoms, and Gregories, nay, the whole Catholick Church 
in all ages, uatil cheſe later and worſer times, wherein che conteſt was raiſed 
firſt, and aggin renewed by ſome few Popes and their Partizans, againſt the 
ſupream temporzl power of Emperours Kings and States. 
Only you areto take notice here, Good Reader, That 'tis but too too fa» 
miliac with our great Cardinal, comake Hereticks only the oppoſers of (uch 
rivate or particular (bur falſe)opinions or doftrines of his own as he would 
poſe as the do&rines of the Catholick Church. on his undiſcerning Re» 
ders : as,on the other fide, tomake the moſt notorious Arch-bereticks- ro be 
the patrons of ſnch other do&rines as himſetf oppoles; and would fright his 
Readers from, how well and dearly ſoever grounded in Scriptures, Fathers 
Councils, Reaſon. Which is the very erve genuine cauſe, wherefore he, gives

pared but with the wy bare lerter and neceflary (enſe cicher theological of 
grammatica! of SPaul himſelf, Rom.13.who certainlydid not teach againſt the 
epiltle of Peterzor if compared with thie whole & ſole drift of that great Apoſtle 
Paul there, Farre enonrgh, God himſelf knows, were both thele and all there 
of the moſt bleſſed Apoſtles, & were alſo thofe moſt holy Succeſſours of theirs 
ſor ſo many ages of Chriſtianity, from hammering or thinking of (ch cun. 
ningevalions. The divine ſpirit of true Chriſtian hmphcity and humility 
raught them much otherwiſe, and made them alſo teach others plainly and 
honeſtly withour 2quivocation or reſervatien, and praftile roo in their own 
perſons humbly and (incerely(withont the lealt oppolition or contradiftion ) 
as farre otherwiſe as from Eaſt ro Weſt. 

Yet I confeſs, the firſt occahon of chat writing of Innxent's to the Em

general. ) For if I be not very much deceived they ſtrongly confirm not onely 
the rational probability birt the moral certainty of what I have anſwered (o, 
that is, that Thomas of Canterbury was not of a contrary judgment or opt» 
nion to my doftrine concerning the —— of Clergiemen trom infenout 
lay eribunals, and their ſubjeftion to the ſupream civil coercive power not- 
withſtanding any true or pretended exemption ; but that he held ( as1do) 
that all rue Eccleſiaſtical exemption of either Churchmen, or Churches, and 
of thelands or goods of the Church is meerly and onely proceeding from the 
civil power of the municipal laws of the land, not from any oches law divine 
or hyman ; and held that by no ſuch even naunicipal law, Churchmen eicher 
have been or might be univerſally in criminal cauſes exempr from the ſupream 
civil coercive power of the (ipream Magiftrat, while orherwiſe rhey acknow- 
ledg themſelves or indeed remained ſubjets. And yer for exemplifying chis,

he Caves *twas made a law; yer Ido not find it clearin bim, it was fo by aucho- 
rity of Parliament, but of a Synod, in purſuance of che Popes Bull; chough 
for any thing 1 know, ic _ have been fo alſo by Parliament, or ocherwile 
by cuſtom, without any relation either to that Synod or that Bull.

Reverend Father Walſh, Y. Sebaſtian May 10. 1666. 


Ours of March 1oth. 1666. came yeſterday to hand, and though I bave 
nat obtained what 1 demanded, 1 bad thereby. a great conſent and ſaticfa.

and all the Streets in Tow immediatly tull of Bonehres ro reſtifie the cec- 
rainry of that news, and greatneſs of their joy. This, if Ibenot much miſta- 
ken, was the moſt powerful aagument to deter the molt fatjous of the members 
from running away before Monday, as was intended; But that they had nor 
laid by (not even then) all thoughts at leaſt of breaking and diſlol;ing the Aſſem- 
bly in the very beginning thereof, or before it could come to any iſſue. on the 
matters expected from chem, will appear hereafter, 

In the mean While, and before 1 cloſe this preſent SeRion.. the Reader may be 
pleaſed to take notice, that I omitted nothing I could do by viſiting and reaſoning 
with thoſe leading men to reftifie chem z eſpecially rhe rwo Biſhops, - viz. Ard- 
«<< and Kilfinuran. For I mult confeſs I was lingularly concern'd in theſe two, 
not being then cerrainof ary other Biſhop to come in perſon ; and becauſe alſq 1 
had formerly given bur too often (for ſeveral years) my opinion tothe Lord 
Lieutenant of their honeſt Principles and good Aﬀections to the Royal Caule,nay 
and of their Judgments and bands too in France to the very Remonftrance, when 
it firſt came out m the year 1662, $S. N. and was ſent them to France, before either 
of them left that Countrey. I remembred how often I had follicited rhe Duke 
in the year 1661, for his favour to theſe very rwo Biſhops in parricular above any 
other, and 1s ſpecial permiſlion of, or at leaſt connivance ar their return home, 
it they were minded to return. And remembred well, I rorhat end, ofcen repeat- 
ed theſe two Arguments to his Grace. viz. 1. That each of them bad lided with 
the Supream Council againſt the Nuncio, inthe difference of the Ceſſation and 
Cenſures, 2. That neither of "them had fubſcribed the Acts, or been preſent at 
the Congregations of Zameſtown and Galway, made and held againſt the Peace of 
1648. and the Royal Authority in his perſon then. And my third Argumenc 
for them was the Biſhop of Ardach's Letter from Seex to lus Brother Sir Nichs- 
lus Plunket (ſee pag.13.0t the Firſt Part )and the Biſhop of Kilfinurar's geting ſub- 
(criptions at St. Maloss (whereof ſee allo pag. ibid. p.12.) Now it was no little gricf 
to me, to ſee my ſelf wholly deceived in my former good opinion, and partly aiſo 
in my Relationof them. 1 had truly ſom? weeks before Kilfinuran's Landing en- 
tertained ſome little jealoulic of him for ſeveral reaſons z but particularly for his 
being ſo lately and long Incognito at Paris and with the Popes Nancio there, and 
yer lignifying not a word to me by Letter or Meſſenger. And when I knew that 
Ardagh had received the Letters of Rome and Bruxels from Ferral, and kept and 
made uſe of them without giving me one word of notice or advice(fo much con- 
trary to his former cuſtome) 1 could not chooſe bur entertain at leaſt the like jea- 
loulie of him alſo. Burt after 1 hada linle more founded them and conſidered 
how (when they wete pleaſed ro dine with me ſome few days before the Congre- 
gation fate) K:/finuran not only declared to my ſelf that be came inc out of 
France, not having brought any kind of thing with him z that he had left behind 
him a Thouſand pounds worth of Books, Charch-ſtaf, and Plate of his own , 
and that he was to return immediatly and hold to his 3 © Oo. Pftols a year which 
he enjoyed ini France ;, but (upon ſome other occaſion of diſcourſe) plainly alſo 
to my ſelf, That he had never oppoſed the Nuncis, nor done any thing mn the 
tormer differences withour ſufficient permiſſion from Him: and how Ardegh Tikewile 
even to my ſelf declared that his only reaſon for not ſitting in or going ro Jame-

own-Congregation, that of the Biſhops in the year 1650. was their preſumpey. 
rn coming into and bolding a Syned (however Nati ) wirhin 
his Dieceſs without his own Licence firſt demanded (for that ameftows' 1s within 
the Dioceſs of Ardagh;) whereas, indeed I had formerly thought and relaed 
ſo of him, that only becauſe he knew their delignwasevil, he refuſed tocome to 
them : and not theſe only, bur the further certain intelligence brought me that 4: 
dach and ſome others, bad fully reſolved to decline the former Reronſtrance, and to 
rhat end had ſome weeks before contrived a new, but very ſhort, and altogether un: - 
ſignificant - Formulary of Recognition for the Fathers (when, or if aſſembled) e> 
ſign: after (I ſay) 1 bad ſeriouſly conlidered all theſe diſcoveries, l could not but 
abſolutely conclude either « 4x former grand miſtake, or their latter noJe& 
grand inconſtancy, or rather both. \ 

And therefore, having firſt acquainted my Lord Lieutenant with all ſuch parti. 
culars, as he chat was moſt concern'd of any not to be deceived, nor impoſed up. 
on by thoſe men, I minded however theſe two Biſhops of their dury to preſent 
themſelves to his Grace before the Congregation fare, or ar leaſt before : 
ceeded in any matters therein , and the rather, that they might no longer relyon 
my bare word of his permiſſion of ſuchan Aſſembly, bur hear it from his own 
mouth, whereby to remove all pretended ſcruples whatſoever as r6 that point, if 
peradventure any of the Fathers did yer doubt thereof. Accordingly, their way 
being prepared, I my felf (with bis Graces leave) introduced them at nightts 
His Grace, who received them privately in His Cloſet, and withal the obligingre- 
ſpet and Civility indeed which the Laws, Religion,and reaſon of Stare could 
him to ſhew. After ſalutes, and ſome; other few words of courſe, having placed 
them in ſeats by him (for 1 and none elſe was preſent all the while, and ſaw and 
heard all) His Grace was pleaſed in ſhort ro let them know 1. Why he per. 
mitred their Afſembly..2. That they (5.e.) their Iriſh Clergy lately before ſince the 
Kings Reſtauration, had loſt even a very great and good opportunity to redeem 
themſelves from the conſequences of thoſe juſt and perpetual jealouſies of them, 
which rhe carriage of their Clergy in the late unhappy Wars of that Nation had 
deeply planted in the hearts of all Proteſtanrs. 3. That now again Providence 
had in the preſent conjuncture of publick affairs, 5.e. of the War with Hold 

| and France, and of all other circumſtances, even thoſe alſo at home in [reland, gi- 
ven them the ſecond,even great likewiſe and good opportunity to do themſelves and 
their Country, Communion, and Religion that right and Juſtice ar laſt which might 
prevail with His Majeſtie's Clemency Mercy, and Goodneſs , not only to blot out 
of his remembrance all their former failings, but thenceforth think chem fit ob- 
jets of his furcher gracious commileration and Indulgence. 4. Thar, if they 
would loſe this occaſion alſo, or not improve it as they ought, they might after 
wiſh indeed bur poſlibly never in their days meet the like again. 5. And Laſtly, 
that after they had conlidered of, and reſolved upon that which was the principal 
end of their meering, it became them alſo to conlider ſerioufly, whether it mi 
nor be rationally expeRted from them, that inſtead of ſo many inſtances of ill 
uſe and ends too of their Excommunications in the lare Wars (eſpecially at Water- 
ford againſt the Peace of 1646. at Kilkenny againſt the Ceſſation of 1648. and 
at fameſtown _=_ the very Peace alſo of the ſame year 1648.) they would now 
at laſt once in their lives, and inthe preſent circumſtances, eſpecially of fo _ 
Out-laws, Tories, and Woodkern: of their Rowan Catholick Countrey-men, ſteal- 
ing, robbing, harrazing, burning, and laying waſte whole Villages, Pariſhes, and 
larger diſtricts roo, make that good nſe of their Eccleſiaſtical cenſures, which 
they ought. by publiſhing them againſt ſuch enormous tranſgreſſors of all Laws 
both Divine and Human, and againſ all their abettors and concealers. 

And theſe indeed in ſubſtance (as far as I can remember) were the headsvf my 
Lord Lieutenants candid ſpeech and excellent admonition ro'thoſe two Biſhops that 
very firlt time he ſaw them immediately before the Co ation fare z as 
ro words, much more elegantly and finely delivered by Him : as he is indeed 
moſt pertinent and excellent ſpeaker, whenſoever and whereſocver be ſpars; 
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but in thoſe Iriſh affairs incomparably alſo 10k 
and helps. and more_opporruntiecs and accaſions tl

For to this point, I remember that Ardach ſpoke ſomewhat, buxboth 
bluntly and confuſedly enough: and yer (if my —_— fail me not) bur a few 
words, only importing the general diſconcents of the old Roman Cathokick; Pro- 
prietors; and further lignifying, that Church Cenſures could not reſtrain, or bave 
any effect ao ef men, Hereof I am. very certain, that neither he, nor Kilfins- 
ran, nor of the Congregation took this matter cirher ro heart, _ much as 
once to debate : as neither ti they ſcarce, (if ſcarce) any other point recom- 
mended ro them eirher at rhat,or any other time after by His Grace ; and whether 
by word or writing recommended bo.

B UT however thoſe two Biſhops cartied themſelves, T muſt now tell thee good 
Reader, That all both Domeſtick and Forraign Oppoſarions, all contrivances 
whatſoever to hinder even the very mecting it felt of che Fathers being (in ſuch 
manner as hath been ſaid) totally fruſtrated, we are now at laſt on the 11 of June, 
and conſequently at the actual Seſſion or convention of theFarhers in the houſe which 
I my ſelf hired and prepared for them of purpoſe , albeit, I confeſs, the generali- * 
ty of them (after conferring notes together, thoſe rwo former nights of Saturday 
and Sunday, they had been in Town) came to that Aſlembly-bouſe wholly pre- 
poſſeſſed and prejudiced, moſt of them by inclination, ſome by education, and both 
theſe and thoſe (nay and others too that were of neither fort) by forraign cor- 
reſpondency or Incelligence. They met therefore on that day, and fate all to- 
gether in one Room ; which manner of lirting (becauſe their Aﬀembly: was not a 
Formal Synod according to the ſtritneſs of Canons, or to that fo ity of Na- 
tional Convecations, which in ſome places by Cuſtome requires two diflerent Hou- 
ſes they held on after all along till chey were Diſſolved z only their Commitrtees 
meeting, and (itring ig other Rooms, 

After viewing and ſaluting one another, and taking their places in the beſt or- 
der they could, ic was moved preſently to chooſe a Speaker or Chairman. 
Whereupon others added, it was fit both the Biſhops ſhould wichdraw, becauſe ic 
was not fitting to chooſe any for ſuch a place, but a Biſhop ; while one might be 
had to poſſeſs it, The Biſhops being accordingly withdrawn, there was no long 
debate ere Kilfinuran carried it, lmmediately therefore both being called in, be 
was placed in the Chair : and Nicholas Kedmund Vicar General of Ferns choſen 
Secretary. -Nor had that day (as far as I can remember)any other thing of mo- 
ment, the Houſe being preſently adjourned to the next morning, 

Thar whole next, (being tbe 12 f june) was poly taken up in conſidering the 
mberepretene and pramened the Abſents who WII others in rheir - 
and who had ſent none, as alſoin underſtanding wha, belxdes were on their journey 
coming; but moſtly in an a” controyerly moyed conecr ning ctther the true 
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or pretended privil and uſe, of abaſe of them by the Regular Clergy, t6 
the 1 oaice, De oty of the Secular Clergy, bur evenef Sms 
Commonyyealth. As to that of the Members, it was 'found, that four parts of 
five were already nt in perſon; ſome hive or fix Proxies more; amongſt 
which, the Archbiſhop of Taam's Proxy was produced by 'Kilfi-uran to himſelf 
ad the Biſhop of Fern:'s by Nicholas Redmond (the faid Bilbops, Vixar General j 
to himſelf likewffe ;, about four or five others in their' journey ; and the Bilhop 
of Xilmre to have tent Peony nor Letter. Byt forthe controverlic abour 
the priviſedges of Regulars or about their prerence of ſuch,for Miniſtriag and $0- 
izing all the Sacraments,even Baptiſm, extream Union, and Matrirhony , even 
ying, and Burial to the dead,in,and throughout 
riſhes oever{and that I mean with'\ut the conſent, nay againſt the will of 
either Pariſh-Prieſt,or Ordinary) it was of a longerdebate ; becauſe the Excalcear 
Carmelits of Dublin, and 7eſmits roo reſiding there buſled mightily ro maintain 
their Praftice. For I remember well, that my felf, though a Regular ſtood in 
this Controverſie for the Seculars, in purſuance of what I had a year or two be- 
fore perſwaded the Franciſcass of that Capital City to do, 5. e.- 49 come to a fair 
and equitable c oncordatam with the Seculars, in all and every fuchmarters. That 
beſides many other arguments upon thac SubjeR, and to perſwade the more eaſily 
thoſe other Regulars to the like fair agreement, (which was with-aty exprets 
Salvo ſemper jure verorum privilegioriom ) 1 alledged the known- Canon of the 
4th. Occomenical Synod, (it of Calcedon I mean) for the plenary-ſubjection of 
all Regulars whatſoever to their reſpe&ive Biſhops. That ſeeing*the © Feſuits 
profeſiing __ and obſtinatly their reſolution not to ſubmir in fuch matters 
to the deciſion, vote, or arbitriment of the Congregation , I moved earneſtly 
before their faces, ro have them totally excluded the Houſe, in caſe t 
did not conform, or ſubmit to the determingtion which that National Aſſembly 
ſhould agree upon, That albeir three parts of four of that whole Houſe were 
Seculars, ard many of the Regulars roo for them in ſuch points; yet nor abore 
rtwo or three of ſo great a -number, noteven I meanof the very Seculars would 
intheir own ſo near concern appear, or ſecond the motion made for excluding 
choſe Members, although declaring ſo poſitively and openly in ſuch matters, 
without any reaſon but their own wilfulneſs againſt che ſenſe of all others pre- 
ſent. And finally, that alfo hence 1 plainly ſaw how _ they were all generally 
to oppoſe the main end of rhat meeting, 5. e. that for which the /ndi&tion of it was; 
there having been no other reaſon which might have induced chem to ſuffer ſo great 
an affront, but that they knew thoſe eſairs would be main oppoſers of ligning 
not only the Remonſtrance but even any other Inſtrument or Formulary of Recog- 
nition which might condemn as much as by any cither dire, or indire& cone 
quence, thoſe ions of their beloved Bellarmin, or Suarez, Santtarelus Beean, 
Gretſer, Mariana, &c, which relate to the Popes pretended Authority for de- 
poling Princes, Abſolving Subje&s from their Allegiance, and Licenſeing them 
to take Arms againſt their q mr 
After theſe conteſts, the Houſe being Adjourned again till nexr morrow the 
13 of 7ane, 1 was no ſooner come to my Chamber that Evening, than unexpect- 
edly enters to me the Lord Primat Edmund Reilly all alone arrived juſt then, hav- 
ing paſs'd from France, to Flanders, and thence in halt through England to Chr- 
ſter where he ſhip d for Dublin. And his Lordſhip was no ſooner ſate down,and 
a very few wordspaſs'd between us, than he puts his band in his pocket, draws out 
and delivers ro me two originals, and a copy of a third Letter roo, all of chem 
written by Internuncio Roſpiglioſs, on the 20, 24, and 3 of May then lately paſt, 
1666. thefirſt to himſelf; Ne fond to Martin Lord Biſhop of Jpres in Flanders ;

I had almoſt utterly forgot the account I intended to give of an ex 
Application, or addreſs made (a day or two beforethis) to the C ation, 
by ſuch of the Eccleſiaſtical Subſcribers of the former and famed Remenſtrance 
of the year 1661, as were then at Dublin, and were not Members of this National 
Congregation. For 1 have obſcrved before, rhat belides my ſelf, there were only 
Three of the former Remonſtrants or Subſcribers of that- Formulary of 1661, 
who ſate in this Synod. Yer foraſmuch as all the reſt were much concerned, ſeve- 
ral of them came. partly from near, and partly roo from remote parts of the Ki 
dom, (not only in Leinſter, but ) even from Aonnſter, Connaught, und Ulſter, 
(beſides thoſe lived conſtantly in Dublin it ſelf) ro fee the iſſue of this National 
meeting. Theſe concerned Fathers, amongſt whom ſeveral, even of the 
beſt and moſt learned Churchmen of Ireland were, und every day

reft of the Fathers of the Congregation, partly ro provide for their own concerns,

Theother ; ro give 
him (thr ſaid Procurator) all the beſt” Teſtimonials, and even the moſt ſpecial Com- 
mendatory Letters too, ſigned by the whole Congregation, in bu behalf. and ſuper- 
ſcribed to the Court of Kome, Papal Miniſters, Cardinals, and even to His Holi- 
mejs, 

py Procurater ſeeing himſelf now the ſecond time and even alſo thus in pub- 
lick eicher courted or tempred with fuch obliging offers, yer conſidering how 
their carriage of themſelves in the material points expeRed from them, bad 
wholly diſenabled him to aſſure chem of any certainty at all, of reaping for the 
future thoſe advantages they expected from his endeavours, anſwered, Thar 
al bh he could not indeed bur thankfully acknowledge their proffers, as he did 
wich all bis heart, nevertheleſs be would not accept of elther at preſent, Not 
of the later of their ceſtimonial and recommen2atory Letters to Kome : becauſe 
ſuch Letters would render him ſuſpeRted at home, -and conſi ly leſſen bis 
credit and ability ro ſerve them, where they needed his ſervice molt.
